Oil Minister Ali Akbar Moinfar said last week 
prices would go up on April 1 hut put the rise at about two dollar.. 
The official price now is $3 1 but the rise will take the average price 
of Iranian light crude to about $35 as Iran also charges a S3 
premium on about half the oil it sells under contract- Informed 
sources said new customers were being asked to pay a higher, 
$4.25 premium. Iran's new price will he well above the average of 
the Organisation of Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC). 
Saudi Arabia said last week it would not follow Iran's rise. Dip- 
lomats and economic analysts in Tehran have said Iran will have 
trouble signing new stiles contracts at its new prices as prices arc 
already lower on the international spot market, where oil not sold 
on contract is freely traded.

Violent clashes 
erupt in Egypt 


CAIRO. March 3i (AP> - 
Egypt's minister of interior 
(police) confirmed today that 
separate, violent dashes, had 
erupted in two areas of Egypt 
between Muslim fundamentalists 
and police on one hand, and 
Muslim-Christian factions on the 
other, and appealed to religious 
leaders for calm. 

In a two- hour statement to par- 
liament, Mr. Nabawi Ismail said 
last week's incidents in the Upper 
Egyptian town of Assiut and the 
Mediterranean city of Alexandria 
had left a total of fifteen injured, 
including four members of the 
police force, and several shops and 
cars damaged. He said eight per- 
sons had been jailed. 

Mr. Ismail, who tried to water 
down the reports issued by Mus- 
lim extremists over the weekend, 
indicated the government is 
determined not to allow unrest, 
especially now, before the 
scheduled visit to Washington by 
President Anwar Sadat for talks 
with U.S. President Jimmy Carter 
over the stalled autonomy talks. 

Mr. Ismail said the violence in 
Upper Egypt had started when 
members of the Muslim extremist 
“Islamic Grouping" had 
attempted to march out of their 
mosque meeting for a demon- 
stration through the city of Assiut, 
south of Cairo, despite police 
objections/ 

In his Statement to the 390- 
member $x«fiament. Mr. Ismail 
did not specify exactly what the 
members waiited to demon- 
strate againsbBut eyewitnesses 
said the members were chanting 
anti-Shah slogans. 

A Muslim fundamentalist stu- 
dent group meeting in Cairo 
recently called on the Shah to go 
away, because they argued he had 
killed and tortured fellow Muslims 
during his 38 years in power. The 
deposed Shah arrived last Monday 
accepting President Sadat's offer 
of refuge here. He is convalescing 
in hospital after surgery to remove 
his swollen spleen. 

Mr. Ismail argued he had for- 
bidden the demonstrators to go 
out into the city "for fear the 
demonstration may turn chaotic 
and be infiltrated by anti- regime 
actions who have an interest in 
creating unrest." 

He said the violence broke out 
when members of the Islamic 
Grouping tried to resist police 
orders and hurled stones at two 
officers who were injured. It was 
then, he. said, police used tear gas 
to disperse the mob. 

" Meanwhile, Mr. Ahmad Far- 
ghalli, an opposition member of 
parliament representing Assiut 
told a reporter that the gov- 
ernment had flown in some 
50,000 riot police troops to quell 
any possible recurrence and he 
maintained police had used 
fire shots into the air and that con- 
sequently one person was injured 
and died in hospital. 

A statement by Muslim siu- 
' dents in Cairo yesterday said one 
man was killed in Assiut, six were 
injured and 54 arrested. But Mr. 
Ismail denied any deaths and said 


five students and six policemen, 
including the two officers, were ■ 
injured. He said a total of 56 hud 
been detained for interrogation. 
38 were released, 10 were still 
being questioned and eight were 
in jail. 

Mr. Ismail said the sectarian 
strife in Alexandria erupted in a 
university hostel, when two Chris- 
tian students and one Muslim 
were studying late at night. A 
neighbouring Muslim student 
asked the group to lower the radio 
so he also could study and “in a 
very short time groups of Muslim 
and Christian students engaged in 
a fist fight." 

He said four students — three 
Christians and one Muslim — were 
hospitalised for slight and medium 
injuries, but that incident was 
blown out of proportion by 
rumours claiming the Christian 
student body was in danger, that a 
religious strife was on hand, and 
that some Christian students were 
being pressured into converting to 
Islam. 

4 spokesman for the Coptic 
•Orthodox Church of Egypt, yes- 
terday deplored the Alexandria 
events as “regrettable and pain- 
ful" and said that to demonstrate 
the church's sorrow, Coptic Pope 
Shenouda would receive no offi- 
cial greetings on Easter Sunday. 


Mass Jewish 
settlement in 

West Bank 
to be allowed 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. 
March 31 (Agencies) — Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin is 
considering introducing a law 
to allow mass Jewish settlement 
in occupied Arab lands, accord- 
ing to Israel's army radio. Giv- 
ing no source for its report, the 
radio said the measure would 
reaffirm the government's 
claim that Jews had an 
“inalienable" right to settle on 
such territories as the West 
Bank of Jordan and the Gaza 
Strip, occupied by Israel since 
1967. 

The government would be 
empowered to approve the 
establishment of outposts any- 
where in those areas, the radio 
said. It said cabinet officials 
had confirmed that several 
proposals on the settlement 
issue were being discussed. It 
also said Attorney-General Yit- 
zhak Zamir had told Mr. Begin 
that such a bill would breach 
international law. 

The army radio said Pro- 
fessor Zamir's legal opinion 
was that “it is not customary in 
Israel or any other country to 
extend a nation 's law beyond its 
borders." Legal experts have 
said repeatedly that Israel 
i could not impose its law on the 
occupied territories without 
first annexing them, a move 
which would violate inter- 
national conventions.

Carter cancels important speech 

Bani-Sadr meets leaders 
of U.S. hostages’ captors 

TEHRAN, March 31 (Agencies) — President Abol Hassan Bani-Sadr met 
three leaders or the students occupy ing the U.S. embassy here tonight 
raising expectations of an imminent major development in the U.S.- 
Iranian crisis. 


The meeting followed a full ses- 
sion of the ruling Revolutionary 
Council at the president's office 
and came amid reports from 
Washington that President Carter 
might announce tougher measures 
against Iran very soon if the Ira- 
nian authorities did not move to 
ease the 149-day-old hostage 
crisis. 

After the meeting, one of the 
student leaders, who refused to be 
identified, told reporters: “Bani- 
Sadr will make the announcement 
tomorrow." He gave no indication 
of what the announcement might 
be. 

The president is due to address 
a mass rally to mark the Islamic 
Republic's first anniversary at 
noon (0730 GMT) tomorrow. 

The Revolutionary Council 
issued no statement after tonight’s 
meeting and spokesman Hassan 
Habibi refused to speak to repor- 
ters. 

The president's office, con- 
tacted by telephone, refused to 
comment on the meeting with the 
students.

U.N. Security Council told 

Palestinian settlement is price 
for Middle East, world peace 


UNITED NATIONS, March 31 
(Agencies)-- A Palestinian set- 
tlement is the price for Middle 
East and even world peace, Mr. 
Falilou Kane, chairman of the 
United Nations General Assem- 
bly’s Palestine Rights Commitree, 
said tonight. 

Mr. Falilou of Senegal was 
speaking in the Security Council, 
which began debate on a bid by 
supporters of the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) for 
endorsement of Palestinian self- 
determination and independent 
statehood. 

The United States has. 
threatened to veto, if necessary, a 
resolution in these terms. The 
Western European members also 
were thought to be unwilling to 
vote for it. 

If their efforts are stymied. PLO» 
sympathisers among the U.N. 
membership said they would ask 
for an emergency special session 
of the General Assembly, where 
there is no power of veto. 

Opening the debate. Mr. Kane 
said the council’s failure to act 
would only encourage Israel’s 
“delinquency." 

Mr. Kane welcomed statements 
by French President Valery Gis- 
card d'Estaing and other Euro- 
pean leaders recognising “the 
inalienable rights of the Pales- 
tinian people to self- 
determinution” and their right to 
participate in negotiations on their 


future. 

"Today, the vast majority of the 
members of this council are, to a 
greater or less degree, in favour of 
recognising the rights claimed by 
the Palestinian people," he said. 

Members of the council are: 
Bangladesh, China, France East 
Germany, Jamaica, Mexico, 
Niger, Norway, Philippines, Por- 
tugal, Soviet Union, Tunisia, 
United Kingdom, United States 
and Zambia. 

Alluding to the United States, 
Mr. Kane, who was invited to 
speak as an interested non- 
member, without voting rights, 
said “a certain permanent 
member” repeatedly tried to stall 
council action by arguing that this 
would prejudice peace talks. 

But his committee believed that 
recognition of the “national 
legitimate rights of the Palestinian 
people" could not fail to con- 
tribute to a comprehensive sol- 
ution, Mr. Kane said. 

It was high time the Israeli lead- 
ership recognised this and entered 
into talks with the PLO, he added. 

The PLO’s U.N. observer, Mr. 
Zuhdi Terzi, said the Camp David 
accords, reached between Egypt, 
and the United Stales in 1978, 
were “maliciously and criminally 


designed to make extinct the 
Palestinian people.” 

“Should the current negoti- 
ations bear fruit and prove suc- 
cessful, almost two million Pales- 
tinians will be condemned to per- 
petual exile," he said. 

Calling the Camp David 
accords the “unholy tripartite 
alliance," he said they were an 
attempt to nullify the will of the 
international community, since 
they did not envisage that the 
Palestinian people would be 
enabled to exercise its inalienable* 
right to self-determination. 

Referring to President Carrer's 
repudiation of a March I Security 
Council resolution condemning 
Israel's settlement activities, 
which the U.S. had originally 
voted for , Mr. Terzi said: "Hon- 
estly, I wish he had the same cour- 
age to apologise ro the Iranian 
people for the complicity of the 
U.S., and in particular the CIA 
(Central Intelligence Agency), in 
the crimes committed by the Shah 
.against the Iranian people." 

In his statement to the council, 
Mr. Yehuda Blum, the chief 
Israeli delegate, claimed that “a 
sorry parade of nations" was 
ready to risk Israeli security to 
placate Arab oil producers.

Ambassador Erik Lang, who has 
passed messages from President 
Carter to the Iranian leader, called 
on Mr. Buni-Sudr at his office 
tonight, the official Pars News 
Agency reported. It gave no 
details of their talks. 

Pars, which had earlier carrie da 
two-line report on the student's 
visit to the president, also gave no 
details of their talks. 

A presidential aide said earlier 
today that Mr. Bani-Sadr would 
disclose details of the latest mes- 
sage to him from President Carter 
and give his reply in his speech at 
Tehran’s giant Azadi Square 
tomorrow. 

The spokesman said the mes- 
sage, received yesterday, was the 
second from President Carter to 
Mr. Bani-Sadr since last Thurs- 
day. 

The existence of a third mes- 
sage, from the U.S. president to 
Ayatollah Khomeini, has been 
denied by Washington. The Ira- 
nian authorities last night issued 
copies of what they said was the • 
original French text of this mes- 
sage, received through the Swiss 
embassy in Tehran. 

The spokesman denied reports 
that the latest message from Pres- 
ident Carter to Mr. Bani-Sadr 
contained a U.S. ultimatum of 
further action to secure the release 
of the American hostages held for 
the past five months at the U.S. 
embassy. 

Informed sources said, how- 
ever, that the message contained 
fresh proposals and referred to a 
U.S. Senate foreign relations 
committee proposal to issue a 
white paper documenting U.S. 
support for the deposed Shah. 

The clergyman son of Ayatollah 
Khomeini. Hojatolesium Ahmad 
Khomeini, was quoted by the 
afternoon newspaper Kayhan 
today as saying his father would 
not be replying to the message 
Iran alleges he received from Pres- 
ident Carter last week. 

Thert was no confirmation in 
Tehran of an American CBS News 
report that the Iranian ruling body 
had already decided to take con- 
trol of the hostages from the stu- 
dents, a move which would con- 
siderably defuse the tension bet- 
ween Tehran and Washington. 

Pars reported that Foreign 
Minister Sadeq Qotbzadeh, who 
was said by officials at the pres- 
idential office to have missed 
tonight's council meeting, visited 
revolutionary leader Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini earlier today. 

One of the questions discussed 
was the latest developments in 
relations hetween Iran and the 
United States, Pars quoted Mr. 
Qotbzadeh us saying after the 
meeting. 

Meanwhile, President Carter 


suddenly cancelled a speech on 
the economy today and called his 
advisers to the White House amid 
indications in Washington he 
would take new punitive measures 
against Iran unless the hostage 
crisis eased soon. 

Officials said political and 
economic actions against Iran 
were on the agenda of a meeting of 
the national security council. 

Mr. Carter’s meeting with 
senior officials was arranged as the 
White House tried urgently to 
confirm the CBS report that Iran's 
Revolutionary Council acted Inst 
night to defuse the situation. 

White House Press Secretary 
Jody Powell said the White House 
hud not confirmed the report, 
which if true would presumably be 
viewed as progress towards the 
release of the hostages and might 
stay the president's hand. 

Mr. Cartercuncelled a speech to 
the AFL-CIO labour movement 
after'a confusing weekend during 
which the White House per- 
sistently denied reports the pres- 
ident had sent u personal and con- 
ciliatory message to Ayatollah 
Khomeini. 

There were reports that the 
governments of the nine Euro- 
pean Common Market counirtes 
had sent identical letters to Ira- 
nian leaders urging the release of 
the American hostages. 

The United States ack- 
nowledged that it had sent two 
written messages to Iran in the lust 
few days but denied that con- 
ciliatory messages, or any admis- 
sion of culpable behaviour 
towards Iran, hud been trans- 
mitted to Ayatollah Khomeini or 
any other Iranian official . 

U.S. National Security Affairs 
Adviser Zbigniew Brzezinski told 
CBS News that the situation was 
bizarre, with the Iranians appar- 
ently sending messages to them- 
selves. 

U.S. officials said a diplomatic 
effort was in progress to enlist the 
support of major western coun- 
tries on behalf of the hostages. 

The choice for Iran was to 
release the hostages or face new 
political and economic relations, 
they said.

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Divisible truths 

ITS NOT quite clear whether or not President Carter 
really made the following statement (it purports to come 
from the disputed correspondence between him and the 
Iranian leadership), but we are prepared to give him the 
benefit of the doubl and assume that he did: 

“I agree that international peace requires new rela- 
tionships between governments, especially respect for the 
sovereignty of nations and the right of people to self- 
determination." 

It does, after all, sound like something Mr. Carter 
would say. 

And, as given, this statement contrasts somewhat 
starkly with something President Carter said only a few 
days ago: 

“We are opposed to the creation of a Palestinian 
state." 

Mr. Carter’s concept of self-determination, it seems, is 
as divisible as Mr. Carter's concept of human rights. In both 
cases, there is a glaring exception to the rule which he so 
confidently asserts: the Palestinians. 

There was a time when we would have looked to the 
United States to put some backbone into the nice words 
which emanate from it about freedom, justice, national* 
sovereignty, self-determination, human rights and peace. 

These expectations were, if anything, heightened 
when Jimmy Carter was elected President in 1976: here 
was a good man of deep and honest convictions who had 
won the presidency in virtual defiance of the crass and 
cynical political forces which had played the role of king- 
maker in the past. 

It is.t here fore, with regret that we watch Mr. Carter, in 
the final year of his first term, betray those expectations at 
every- turn. The man who talked in his first months in office 
about the need for a Palestinian homeland has now become 
one of the staunchest opponents of such an entity. The man 
who fought the entrenched political forces has become a 
virtual hostage of Zionist interests (and at a time when the 
influence of those interests had declined in response to a 
revulsion in the American public at their power and their 
tactics). The President who is prepared to mobilise an 
American naval task force in response to a perceived vio- 
lation of national sovereignty or human rights in some 
strategic backwater of the globe, is prepared to ignore and 
even underwrite violations of national sovereignty and 
human rights in Palestine, at the crossroads of America's 
vital strategic and national security interests. Saddest of all. 
the man who wants to bring peace to the Middle East 
concocts a scheme to ensure that peace will never come, 
because his scheme neglects — and. through neglect, 
exacerbates — the tensions and grievances which lie at the 
bean of the conflict. 

It is perhaps too much to expect Mr. Carter and his 
advisers to draw- the same parallels as we do here between 
Afghanistan and Palestine, or to make the connection, 
which is so obvious to us, between petroleum and Palestine.

“With ihe ever increasing inter- 
est in the archaeology of Jordan 
and the Middle East, there has 
been a rapid accumulation of 
information from both field and 
library research. Unfortunately, 
quite often it does not become 
generally available for years. 

“There has been widespread 
discussion of this matter among 
the members of the conference, 
and a great many suggestions have 
been offered. With this in mind, a 
committee of members has 
recommended the establishment 
of a centre in Amman, which will 
be concerned with the collation 
and systematic presentation of the 
archaeological and associated his- 
torical, environmental and cul- 
tural resources of Jordan and the 
surrounding regions. 

“The centre is envisaged as hav- 
ing research facilities of its own, 
but in the first instance its main 
function will be that of an advisory 
body for the dissemination of any 
information which might be 
required by scholars working in 
the field of Middle Eastern 
archaeology and associated dis- 
ciplines. 

“The success of this venture is 
quite obviously dependent on the 
cooperation of all the members 
here.” 

Prince Hassan also announced 
that the Department of Anti- 
quities is preparing to reopen the 
Jerash museum this fall in memory 
of G. Lankester Harding.

AMMAN, March 31 (JNA) — The Prime Minister Sharif Abdul 
Hamid Sharaf chaired a meeting at the National P l a nn i n g Council 
iNPC) yesterday for a general review of the country's 1981-85 
economic plan. Attending were minister of Transport Ali Suheiraat 
and Minister of State for Prime Ministry Affairs Suleiman Arar, NPC 
president Hanna Odeh and NPC secretary general Basem Jardaneh. 
Taking part in the meeting was a 36-raember team drafting proposals 
for the plan and evaluating the old five year plan which ends this year. 
The team comprises specialists from the public and private sectors 
and the two universities. 

AMMAN. March 31 (JNA) - A special committee of the Natural 
Resources Authority has finished drawing up the authority’s second 
five-year development plan for 1981-85. Director General of the 
Authority, Yousef Nimri, stated that the plan comprises 18 
development projects and programmes, seven of which are in raining 
and industry sectors and eleven in water and irrigation sectors. He 
added that total cost of the mining and industry projects is JD 24 
million and JD 17 million for the water and irrigation projects. Mr. 
Nimri said that the plan has given priority to projects in search of 
energy, water and mineral sources. 

AMMAN, March 31 (JNA) - Several Jordanian and American 
businessmen reviewed Sunday ways of cooperation in all the indus- 
trial fields and the possibility of setting up factories in Jordan.

General strike marks Day <jj 
the Land in- West Bank, Gaz; 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
March 31 ( R)-Palestmian shop- 
keepers on the Israeli-occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip staged 
a strike yesterday to mark the 
fourth anni versary of demon- 
strations against expropriation of 
Arab land, and about 10,000 
Arabs attended memorial gather- 
ings in Israel.

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Will Ziad Abu ‘Ein be led to torture in Israel*; 


AMM AN, March 31 (JT) - The 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
today appealed to Arab heads of 
states to intervene and stop the 
United States from extraditing the 
Palestinian student Ziad Abu 'Ein 
to Israel. 

A statement distributed in 
Amman today by Mr. Abdul 
Jawad Saleh, member of the 
Executive Committee of the PLO, 
also called on trade unions and 
labour federations around the 
world and the Western nations in 
particular to exert serious efforts 
to save the life of Mr. Abu 'Ein. 

Ziad Abu ’Ein Firday lost au 
appeal before the Chicago District 
Court against a magistrate's court 
ruling that he be extradicted to 
Israel. 

In December, 1979 U.S. Magis- 
trate Olga Janco ruled that the 
offence of which Mr. Abu ’Ein is 
accused, allegedly placing an 
explosive device which exploded 
in Tiberias in May 1979, was not 
of a political character, making 
him eligible for extradition. 

The magistrate's ruling was 
based on a written “confession'' 
by a Palestinian prisoner in Israeli 
custody, Mr. Jamal- Yassin, 
implicating Mr. Abu 'Ein. Mr. 
Yassin has since signed an 
affidavit recanting his alleged con- 
fession and saying Mr. Abu 'Ein is 
innocent 

The U.S. State Department is 
accused of having intervened with 
judges and influenced their deri- 
sions. 

Mr. Abu 'Ein starred a hunger 
strike cm March 29 in protest 
against the extradition order. 

The PLO statement said that 
the United States is committing a 
grave injustice against the Pales- 
tinian people in exerting political 
and legal pressure on American 
courts to extradite Mr. Abu 'Ein. 
This is being done through the 
lawyers of the U.S. State Depart- 


ment, in line with the hostile U.S. 
policy towards the Palestinian 
people, the statement said. 

Mr. Abu 'Ein is a resident of the 
West Bank city of Bireh and the 
United States intends to hand him 
over to the Israeti authorities on 
the pretext that he is a common 
criminal, despite the fact that this 
decision conflicts with basic inter- 
national laws which forbid the 
extradition of people fighting for 
their political freedom, the state- 
ment said. 

The United States, it added, is 
aware through reports submitted 
by its consulate in Jerusalem that 
confessions exrorted from Pales- 
tinian detainees are being 
obtained through torture, and 
despite this fact it is determined to 
hand over Mr. 'Ein to the Israeli 
authorities in a further expression 
of its hostile attitude towards the 
Palestinian people and in denial of 
their' human rights. 

It said that the U.S. court, 
headed by a judge well known for 
her enmity towards the Pales- 
tinians and bias towards the Zion- 
ists, has refused to consider tes- 
timonies obtained by the defence 
from Arab detainees in Israeli 
jails, such as Mr. Jamal Yassin, 
who is also charged with the same 
offence as Mr. Abu 'Ein, stressing 
that their** confessions'’ had been 
extracted under torture. 

The Israelis have accused Mr. 
Abu 'Ein of activities against the 
occupation authorities and of flee- 
ing tiie occupied territories, the 
statement said. It stressed that 
resisting occupation is a legitimate 
right granted to citizens under 
occupation by the Geneva con- 
vention. 

The following information 
about the case of Mr. Abu 'Ein 
was made to the Jordan Times by 
the Ziad Abu 'Ein Defence Com- 
mittee, P.O. Box 1347, Chicago, 
Illinois. 


FACT SHEET ON ZIAD ABU ‘EIN 


* Ziad Abu* Ein is a nineteen-year old Palestinian, who was born 
in and was a resident of Ramallah, in the Israeli-occupied ter- 
ritories until June, 1979. 

* Ziad is the third of nine children of Mariam and Mohammad 
Abu ‘Ein. His older sister, Khawla, is married to Ahmad Yousef 
has two children, and has lived in Chicago since 1973. 

* Ziad went to grade and high school in Ramallah and worked in 
the fam ily-owned aluminium shop and outlet store with his father 
and older brother, Mahmoud. 

* Khawla, Ziacfs sister, has not seen her family in Ramallah since 
1973, and has been writing to Ziad, her “little brother”, to visit 
her. 

* In May, 1979, Ziad applied for and obtained a visitor's visa at 
the U.S. consulate in East Jerusalem. Ziad also applied for and 
received a permit from the Israeli military authorities to leave the 
occupied territories and depart to the United States. 

"On June 5, 1979, Ziad left the occupied territories to Jordan by 
way of the King Hussein Bridge. As is usually the case, Ziad was 
stopped at the bridge for questioning by the Israeli military 
authorities, and was delayed for four hours. He was allowed to 
proceed only after clearance was received from the Israeli military 
authorities in Ramallah. (During that period, more severe restr- 
ictions were in effect on all young people from the Ramallah area 
crossing the King Hussein Bridge into Jordan). 

* On June 8, 1979, and before leaving to the United States, Ziad 
was engaged to be married to Hiam Shihadeh in Amman. 

* On June 14, 1979, Ziad arrived in Chicago, at the home of his 
sister, Khawla and her husband, Ahmad, at 2044 N. Central Park 
Ave., for a happy reunion. 

* In July, Ziad and his sister learned in Chicago that their father 
and older brother had been arrested in Ramallah by the Israeli 
authorities and were held without charge for 24 days for inter- 
rogation seeking to know the whereabouts of Ziad. When 
informed that Ziad was in Chicago with his sister, the Israeli 
interrogators are quoted as having threatened the father and said 


~“We will get him, dead or alive. Our long arm will reach him.” 7 
Only then did the father know that Ziad was wanted by Israel. 

* Only after hearing of the arrest and interrogation of his father 
and brother did Ziad know that he was wanted by the Israeli 
authorities for reasons he did not know. 

* On Aug. 1 7, 1979, FBI Agents entered the home of Ziacfs sister 
in the early morning and demanded Ziad. Ziad was then taken to 
the FBI office in Chicago and fingerprinted and photographed. 

* On Aug. 19 1979, the FBI entered the home of ZiacTs sister and 
demanded the surrender of Ziad, who was not home. Upon his 
return and his learning that he was wanted by the FBI, and 
knowing he had nothing to hide, Ziad surrendered to the FBI on 
Aug. 21, 1979. He has been detained at the U.S. Metropolitan 
Correction Center, 71 W. Van Buren Street, Chicago, Illinois, 
since then. 

* Ziad was to learn later that he was being charged by the Israeli 
authorities with having participated in the placing on May 14, 
1979, of an explosive device which later detonated in Tiberias, 
and that he was wanted by Israel on the basis of a “confession" by 
one Jamal Yassin, who was in Israeli custody, which confession 
implicated Ziad. 

* The responsibility for the May 14 explosion in Tiberias was 
claimed by the PLO at the time it took place. 

* Israel requested Ziacfs extradition to Israel to stand trial on 
charges of murder and serious bodily injuries resulting from the 
explosion, under the U.S.-Israel Extradition Treaty of 1963. 

* An extradition hearing was scheduled to be heard before a U.S. 
magistrate on Sept. 267 1979. Other hearings were held since 
then. In the meantime, Ziad was held without bail. 

* The issues to be resolved at the extradition hearing were two: 
Whether probable cause existed to believe that Ziad was the 
person involved in the offence; and whether the offence with 
which Ziad was charged is “an offence of a political character”. 

* The “confession” which was presented as evidence was a hand- 
written statement in Hebrew by the Israeli interrogator, to which 
the signature of Jamal Yassin was affixed in Arabic. (Yassin does 
not know Hebrew). 

*Upon request by the defence attorneys, two Israeli lawyers 
interviewed Jamal Yassin, who was held in Israeli custody. Jamal 
Yassin signed a sworn affidavit, witnessed by the two lawyers, 
recanting his “ confession” and stating that Ziacfs implication is 
false. 

* Under article VI of the extradition treaty between the United 
States and Israel, a person could not be extradited if he or she 
were sought on offenses "of a political character”. Under the laws 
of the United States, a political offence for which the accused may 
not be extradited is "any act which takes place as a part of civil 
disturbance, insurrection or civil war." 

* The magistrate ruled that the defence of Ziad could not intro- 
duce any evidence about the documented use of torture in Israel 
in the obtaining of “confessions" from Palestinian prisoners in 
lsraers custody; could not introduce any evidence that would 
show that Ziad could not get a fair trial if returned to Israel; and 
could not introduce into evidence any recantation by Jamal Yas- 
sin of the “confessions” in which Ziad was falsely implicated. 
Further, the defence was denied permission to introduce into 
evidence the fourteen affidavits attesting to the fact that the 
affiants saw Ziad in the family store in Ramallah on the date and 
time he was alleged to have placed the explosive device in 
Tiberias. 

* The court allowed the government to introduce into evidence 
the political decision of the Department of State that the offence 
charged was not an offense “of a political character” but a “com- 
mon crime” under article H, subdivision 1 and 3 of the extradition 
treaty between the United States and Israel. This intervention by 
the State Department occurred despite the fact that under the 
laws of the United States, the consideration of the State Depart- 
ment as to extraditability takes place only after the judge has ruled 
that the accused is extraditable. 

* That the conflict in the Middle East is political, is universally 
known, and well publicised in the United States. Nevertheless, the 
defence meticulously introduced ample evidence on the history of 
the conflict between the Palestinians and the early Zionists, and 
on the organising by the Palestinians of a movement to engage in 
aimed struggle with Israel, including testimony by such dis- 
tinguished persons as Rabbi Elmer Berger, Mr. Fahd Qawasmi, 
the mayor of Hebron in the Israeli-occupied territories, Professor 
Thomas Mallison, an expert on international law, and Miss Alex- 
andra Johnson, the former U.S. vice-consul in Jerusalem. 

* Despite being requested on four different occasions to take legal 
notice or judicial acknowledgement of the existence of armed and 
political conflict in the Middle East, and despite being supplied 
with ample documents and testimony, the judge refused to take 


legal notice of the fact of the political and armed conflict in the 
Middle East between the Palestinians and the state of Israel. 

■ The judge refused to allow any testimony or evidence about the 
acts of terror, violence and indiscriminate {tilling, bombing and 
destruction which have been visited by Israel upon the Pales- 
tinians and other Arabs in this conflict. 

The government, representing the state of Israel, in the hearing 
sought continuously to influence the judge in the deliberation, 
and the government interfered in a totally unjustifiable fashion so 
as to violate ZiacTs.right to a fair hearing. 

* The judge allowed the government to introduce into evidence 
numerous statements and documents relating to various and sun- 
dry topics, including airplane skyjacking, kidnapping of diplomats 
and other acts of violence which were Lotally unrelated and 
irrelevant to the allegations in the Ziad case. By introducing these 
documents, the purpose of the government was to obfuscate the 
real issue of whether the offence charged was an “offence of a 
political character”, by terming it an act of ‘’international ter- 
rorism.” 

" All of the evidence introduced into court by the defence demon- 
strated beyond a reasonable doubt that the offence charged was 
one which fitted the legal test of an “offence of a political charac- 
ter” in the U.S. laws, and the government did not produce one hit 
of evidence that rebutted or contradicted the testimony of the 
defence witnesses. 

* The most recent case history involving an “offence of a political 
character" took place in San Francisco in May, 1979. The U.S. 
District Court reiterated the political exception for political 
offences and ruled against the government by denying the extrad- 
ition of Peter McMullen, a member of the Provisional IRA, 
wanted by the British government for a bombing case in 1974. 

* The retraction of the Yassin “confession" and the fourteen 
sworn affidavits of residents of Ramallah demonstrated that there 
did not exist “probable cause” upon which Ziad could be extra- 
dited under the treaty. 

* On Dec. 1 8, 1979, U.S. Magistrate Olga Jurco issued her ruling 
that probable cause existed, that the offence was not of a political 
character and ordered that Ziad be extradited. 

* The defence appealed the ruling of the U.S. magistrate. The case 
has now been assigned to U.S. District Court Judge Julius Hoff- 
man (who presided over the trial of the Chicago Seven). Judge 
Hoffman is well known in the legal community for his strong bias 
in favour of the prosecution in all cases in which the government is 
a party, such as exists in ZiacTs case. In a major case. Judge 
Hoffman is known to have met secretly and conferred with the 
government attorneys while the case was still going on. Judge 
Hoffman is a record contributor to Israel. His wife's family is 
heavily involved in the Brunswick Corp., which has a branch in 
Israel and which produces missile components used by the Israeli 
arms industry. The defence attorneys are requesting the court that 
Judge Hoffman disqualify himself from hearing the case on the 
grounds that he is biased against Ziad and his cause, and cannot 
render a fair and impartial decision on the legal and factual issues 
in the case. 

* It is generally accepted that “confessions” obtained under the 
circumstances described are highly suspect, and are not admiss- 
able, in any court of law, except in Israel, and except against the 
Palestinians. The facts of the case indicate beyond doubt that Ziad 
was not on the scene at the time as alleged, that there is no 
“probable cause" for the extradition, that the offence alleged is 
“of a political character" under the law, and that if Ziad is extra- 
dited he has no chance of a fair trial, but rather he will be 
subjected to torture and long imprisonment or possible death 
under torture. 

The implications of the case are grave and the consequences are 
dangerous. This can be the test case. Considerable amount of 
interest and activity have taken place by Israel and by its organ- 
ised supporters. If Ziad is extradited, Israel can then pick and 
choose, and seek the extradition of any Palestinian in the United 
States on the basis of “confessions" it can obtain from Palestinian 
prisoners in Israeli custody. Such an occurrence can become a 
pretext for the harassment or extradition of others who may voice 
sentiments or support for views or positions which Israel does not 
consider in its best interests. Such use of the United States- Israel 
extradition treaty far exceeds the scope of purely criminal matters 
for which it was intended, and would serve as an effective tool for 
the suppression of the exercise of the legitimate right of dissent 
and even free speech. These issues must take precedence over any 
partisan feeling, for one party or another, in the Arab-Israeli 
conflict in the Middle East.

U.S. achieves wrestling trulmph 

TOLEDO, Ohio, March 31 (R) -- The United States scored the 
biggest wrestling triumph in its history yesterday, deposing the 
Soviet Union as world team champion by winning the World Cup 
of amateur wrestling 7-3. After the U.S. wrestlers beat the Soviets 
in their head-to-head competitions, the American's went on to 
shut out Africa 10-0. 

The World Cup format is a Round-Robin series of dual meets 
among the champions from each continent. In yesterday's other 
dual, Canada defeated Japan 7-3 to finish in third place. The 
United States finished with eight points, two for each team vic- 
tory, to six for the Soviet Union, four for Canada, two for Japan, 
and none for Africa. 

No U.S. wrestler lost to anyone but a Russian throughout the 
two-day tournament and no Soviet wrestler lost to anyone but an 
American. Bob Weaver started the United States towards its 
triumph with an upset, a pin in four minutes 57 seconds over 
former world, Olympic and World Cup defending champion 
Roman Dmitriev. 

.There were two other pins in that dual -- two-time Olympic 
champion Ivan Yarygin of the Soviet Union made short shrift of 
Larry Bielenberg at 220 pounds, ending the bout in just 1:16.0. In 
the other pin, Jim Jackson won his fourth straight World Cup 
heavyweight title by pinning Olympic, World Cup and for time 
world champion Soslan Andiev in 5:25.0. Andiev was ahead 7-1. 
when both went to the mat on Andiev's takedown move and the 
360-pound Jackson came up on top. t

Violence breaks out at 
San Salvador funeral 

SAN SALVADOR, March 31 (R) - About 30 people were killed, some of 
them trampled to death, when gunfire and bombs sent thousands of mour- 
ners fleeing for their lives at the funeral of murdered Archibisbop Oscar 
Arnulfo Romero. 


The body of.Archbishop Rom- 
ero, who was shot dead while 
celebrating mass last Monday, was 
about to be laid to rest in a crypt in 
San Salvador's cathedral yes- 
terday when a series of explosions 
erupted in the cathedral square. 

A stampede ensued as an esti- 
mated 300.000 people fought 
their way to safety along with 
church leaders from the Vatican, 
the United States. Europe and' 
Latin American. 

The ruling civilian-military 
junta blamed leftist militants for 
the shooting and said they had 
planned a steal the body of Arc- 
hbishop Romero. 

Several cars were burned and 


some shops looted before security 
forces established order. Early 
today troops were patrolling the 
city in force. 

Ten months ago. about 25 peo- 
ple were shot on the steps of the 
cathedral. Leftist militants and 
security forces accused each other 
of provoking that incidenL 

A government statement said 
security forces could not have 
started yesterday's shooting 
because they were confined to 
barracks. It said the troops were 
only called our after the violence 
erupted. However, some troops 
were seen guarding the national 
' palace and banks near the 
cathedral. 


U.S. athletic legend 
Jesse Owens dies 


TUCSON, Arizona. March 31 ( R) 
— Jesse Owens, the American 
track star who won four gold med- 
als at the 1936 Berlin Olympics 
and delivered a smashing blow to 
Hitler's view of white supremacy, 
died here today of lung cancer. He 
was 66. 

The former shoe-shine boy was 
acclaimed as the greatest track 
and field athlete of the century. 

As Mr. Owens collected his 
medals in Berlin, Hitler fumed 
and stormed out of the stadium. 

His death occurs at a time when 
political controversy has again 
flared over the Olympics, with 
calls by some world leaders for a 
boycott of the Moscow games this 
summer because of the Soviet 
intervention in .Afghanistan. 

At the Berlin Olympics, he won 
the 100 and 200-metre races, the 
long jump and a fourth gold medal 
as a member of the 400-metre 
relay team. 

He also broke five world track 
and field records and equalled a 
sixth while a student at Ohio State 
University. 

Mr. Owens worked his way 
through college, taking jobs in 
garages and as a page bov in the 
Ohio state legislature. 

Then, representing his uni- 
versity, he borke his first world 
record, setting a 220-yard low 
hurdles mark of 22.9 seconds on 
May IS. 1935. 

A week later, at college champ- 
ionships in Ann Arbor, Michigan, 
Mr. Owens pulled off the feat that 
astounded the sporting world. 

India’s Ram 
heads new party 

NEW DELHI, March 31 (R) — 
Mr. Jaejivan Ram. former oppos- 
ition Janata Party leader, yes- 
terday took over as president of a 
new breakaway party called 
Janata (J) and immediately 
denounced Premier Indira Gan- 
dhi. 

Mr. Ram. a minister in Mrs. 
Gandhi's previous government 
before her 1977 election defeat, 
charged her with failure to keep 
electoral promises to slop rising 
prices, restore law and order and 
provide securilv for weaker sec- 
tions of the population. 

"Mrs. Gandhi is too busy in 
manipulative politics and has no 
time to look into burning prob- 
lems affecting the common man.” 
Mr, Ram told a meeting here of his 
supporters. 

He said that the government's 
failure to condemn the Soviet 
military intervention in Afghanis- 
tan had lowered the country's pre- 
stige. 

It was the first open attack on 
Mrs. Gandhi by her old lieutenant 
who, according to political obser- 
vers. had hoped at one stage to 
rejoin her Congress (1) Party. 

Only a few members of par- 
liament and about 12 former MPs 
were among Mr. Ram's sup- 
porters at yesterday's meeting. 

Bui although his support has 
dwindled, Mr. Ram's action in 
further weakening the opposition 
amounts to a plus for Mrs. Gan- 
dhi. who faces key elections in 
nine stale assemblies bv Mav. 



He had hurt his back in a fall 
down stairs during a university 
celebration and it was giving him 
trouble. 

The team coach suggested that 
he should stay out of the meet but 
the athlete decided to try the 
100-yeard dash and see how he 
felt. He equalled the world reoord 
of 9.4 seconds. 

Ten minutes later he decided to 
jnake only one attempt at the long 
jump. His leap shattered the world 
record. 

Twenty minutes later, Mr. 
Owens set a new world mark of 
20.3 seconds for the straight 220- 
yard dash, automatically col- 
lecting the 200-metre record on 
the way. 

He then broke his own record 
time for the 220-year low hurdles 
and also set a new mark for the 
200-metre hurdles. 

Mr. Owen’s wife of 49 years. 
Ruth, was at his side when he died. 

Born in Danville, Albania on 
SepL 12, 1913, he was president 
of his own public relations firm, 
called Jess Owens and Associates, 
in Chicago, where he lived. 


The gunfire and explosions 
broke out soon after a leftist- 
organised "march of mourning" 
arrived at the cathedral square. 
Some eye-wintesses reported 
seeing leftists exchanging gunfire 
with snipers. 

None of the foreign church dig- 
nitaries headed by Cardinal 
Ernesto Conipio Ahuraada of 
Mexico was believed injured in 
the shootings and the accom- 
panying riot. All crouched behind 
the main altar for safety. 

Monsignor Romero was laid to 
rest with a brief prayer in a crypt at 
the cathedral during a lull in the* 
shooting and before most of the 
church dignitaries were bundled 
off to safety in ambulances. 

The violence was not totally' 
unexpected. Military officials had 
earlier warned that leftists or 
right-wing provocateurs might 
take advantage of the funeral 
ceremonies to create disorder. 

Diplomatic observers said the 
new outbreak of violence was not 
likely to trigger an immediate, 
revolution as many here had 
feared. The observers pointed out 
that the leftists were not yet ready 
for a general uprising because if 
they had been the riot at the 
cathedral would have sparked it 
"I think the worst is over, at least 
for the time being," a military 
source said. 

The Defence Ministry said the 
junta at one point considered 
imposing martial law throughout 
the country. 

El Salvador is already under a 
state of siege, a milder form of 
martial law, imposed by the junta 
earlier this month to enable it to 
implement significant agrarian 
and banking reforms aimed at 
averting civil war. 

In life as in death. Archbishop 
Romero, a Nobel Peace Prize 
nominee last year, aroused pas- 
sions. Government leaders 
blamed the right for his murder 
and the left for the violence at his 
funeral ceremonies yesterday.

Kennedy looks to Wisconsin, Kansas 
contests to bolster bid for presidency 


WASHINGTON. March i 31 (R) 
— Senator Edward Kennedy, 
.seeking fresh victories after two 
upset primary election wins over 
President Carter, looks to Wis- 
consin and Kansas tomorrow to 
bolster bis hopes of winning the 
Democratic Party's presidential 
nomination. 

The two polls, and another in 
Louisiana on Saturday, are skir- 
mishes for the big Pennsylvania 
primary on April 22 that is con- 
sidered a major indicator of voting 
trends. 

Senator Kennedy scored stun- 
ning upsets over Mr. Carter in 


New York and Connecticut last 
week but needs every delegate he 
can get at the party's nominating 
convention. So he has rearranged 
his schedule to put some time into 
Wisconsin and Kansas instead of 
moving directly on to Pennsy- 
lvania. 

One niajor question is whether 
Mr. Kennedy has fallen so far 
behind Mr. Carter in accumulated 
national convention delegates -- 
411 to -835 by unofficial tallies, 
with 1,666 needed to nominate -- 
that he can no longer catch up.

Australia to investigate alleged 
effects of Viet war herbicides 


CANBERRA. March 31 (RJ - 
The Australian Government said 
today it would investigate charges 
that herbicides had caused birth 
defects among the children of 
41.000 Australian soldiers who 
served in Vietnam. 

One Vietnam veterans group 
said last week that up to 400 chil- 
dren of Australian veterans 
exposed to herbicides in Vietnam 
had birth defects including missing 
limbs, club feet and deft palates. 

The Vietnam Veterans Action 
Association said it had compiled 
evidence providing an over- 
whelming case for compensation 
by the government. 


To receive Lenin Prize for trilogy of memoirs 

Brezhnev returns to public spotlight 


MOSCOW. March 31 (AP) - 
Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev, who unexpectedly mis- 
sed the opening of the Russian 
Federation parliament last week, 
was back in the public spotlight 
today to receive the prestigious 
Lenin Prize for his trilogy' of 
memoirs. 

Radio Moscow said Mr. 
Brezhnev, 73. "expressed pro- 
found gratitude for the high 
appraisal of his work" that was 
expressed by the award — the 
Soviet equivalent to the American 
Pulitzer Prize for literature. 

Mr. Brezhnev's prize which was 
announced nearly one year ago. 
cites his books. "Little Land.'', 
"Rebirth." and "Virgin Lands." 

The radio quoted Mr. Brezhnev 
as saying in an acceptance speech 
that he wrote the hooks because 
"he wanted to tel! about past 
experiences, the Soviet people's 
devotion to their ideology and 
their spiritual integrity, and about 
how the country's enormous 
economic potenti ai was built up” 

Mr. Brezhnev had been 
expected to receive the award a 
week ago. Eastern European 
sources said then. Their expec- 
tations were based partly upon the 
fact that ihc nightly television 
news programme had been 
scheduled for a half hour longer 
than normal on that night. 

Newspaper television listings 
again showed the longer duration 
for the programme tonight, when 
Mr. Brezhnev's acceptance speech 
is expected to he telecast. 

Mr. Brezhnev's failure to 


appear at the parliament's open- 
ing session along with the can- 
cellation of the Lenin Prize award 
ceremony led to renewed specu- 
lation that he was ill again. 

Soviet Premier Alexei Kosygin, 
who is 76 and who had been out of 
public view due to a reported seri- 
ous illness for about four months 
recently, also failed to make his 
pro forma appearance at the par- 
liament's opening. 

The Lenin Prize, which is highly 
coveted among Soviet writers, had 
never before been awared to a 
Soviet president. It typicaOy goes 


to professional writers and poets. 

“Little Land,” the first in the 
trilogy, is devoted to a World War 
II battle near the city of Novoros- 
siysk. Mr. Brezhnev took part in 
that encounter. "Rebirth” is 
about reconstruction of the 
Ukrainian Republic's economy 
after the war, when Mr. Brezhnev 
was a regional party leader there. 

"Virgin Lands” concentrates on 
the country's big agricultural push 
to develop the virgin territory in 
the Kazakhstan Republic, where 
Mr. Brezhnev served as first party 
secretary in the mid-1950s. 


Veterans Affairs Minister Evan 
Adermann told parliament today 
that the government would launch 
a two-year investigation to deter- 
mine whether the rate of birth 
defects among families of Vie- 
tnam veterans was higher than 
normal. 

The Australian Government is 
already investigating the effects 
on Vietnam veterans of a powerful 
defoliant known as "agent 
orange”. 

Forty Australian veterans 
joined more than 2,000 LLS. ex- 
servicemen last February in suing 
the manufacturers of that 
defoliant. 

The veterans alleged that they 
and their families had symptoms 
such as skin rashes, nervous dis- 
orders. tumours, miscarriages, 
and birth defects caused by expos- 
ure to agent orange, which con- 
tains the highly toxic substance 
dioxin. 

The U.S. army used agent 
orange to deny Viet Cong guer- 
rillas food and cover by thinning 
out the Vietnamese jungle. 
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British royal family serious 
about farming, author finds 



LONDON. March 31 (AP) - If 
the British royal family did not 
have to be royal, they would all be 
farmers. Farmer-author Ralph 
Whitlock came to that opinion 
after the rare privilege of seeing 
se'en of the many royal farms at 
work. 

“If it were not for their royal 
duties, farming would be the life 
they would choose," Mr. Whitlock 
told a reporter when his book 
“Royal Farmers” was published 
today by Michael Joseph. 

He said thai Queen Elizabeth 
and her husband Prince Philip 
keep a careful eye on their farms, 
which must all be self-supporting. 

Just how many farms there are 
is not disclosed. Besides feeding 
royalty, the farms contribute £ 6 
million a year towards state 
income. 


Bhutto’s widow, daughter 
permitted to visit grave

KARACHI. March 31 (R) - A 
Karachi court today gave the 
widow and daughter of executed 
prime minister Zulfikar Ali 
Bhuuo permission to visit his 
grave between now and Friday, 
the first anniversary of his death. 

Mrs. Begum Nusrat Bhutto and 
Miss Benazir Bhutto have been 
detained since October in their 
house near the grave in Larkana in 
central Sind province and denied 
all contacts with the outside world. 

A hearing yesterday was told 
that members of Mr. Bhutto’s 
banned Peoples Party were plan- 
ning a pilgrimage to the grave on 
the anniversary of his death. 

The Sind provincial high court 
today ruled that the two women, 
escorted by police, could visit the 
grave for half an hour at a time 
which could cause the least public 


disturbance. 

Pakistan's martial law gov- 
ernment had opposed the visit on 
grounds that it would be a threat 
to public security. 

Reports reaching here from 
Larkana said police had already- 
begun building roadblocks and 
other barriers up lo several miles 
from the grave sit to stop the 
expected crowd of Mr. Bhutto's 
supporters from getting near. 

Apart from Mrs. Bhutto and her 
daughter, there is only one other 
political leader still under house 
-arrest after Pakistan’s military 
ruler General Zia UI Haq banned 
all political parties and cancelled 
planned general elections five 
months ago. 

He is retired air marshal Asghar 
Khan, head of the centrist Teriq 
Istiqlal party.

Tall plants are grown especially 
for the lofty staterooms of the 
palace. 

The army horses at Windsor 
barracks and the royal stables 
produce 20 tons of manure a 
week, which is spread on the royal 
mushroom beds at Windsor and 
the kitchen gardens. 

Fruit from the 48 acres of black- 
currant bushes at Sandringham in 
Norfolk is sold for a well-known 
commercial cordial. Mutton for 
the royal table comes from a flock 
of sheep at Balmoral in Scotland. 

Supporting the popular notion 
that a farmer is hidden in every 
Englishman, Mr. Whitlock says: 
“In making the most of their rural 
inheritance, the royal family are 
doing exactly as most of the 
Queen’s subjects would do if they 
could change places."

Carter campaign manager 
Robert Strauss and other Carter 
aides say Mr. Kennedy rode home 
on a four-to-one majority among 
New York's huge Jewish popu- 
lation, furious about U.S. support 
for a United Nations resolution 
condemning Israel. 

But voter analysis shows dis- 
content ran deep on issues of con- 
cern to the whole nation, primarily 
inflation, the wish for strong lead- 
ership and the handling of the 
Tehran hostage crisis. 

Carter aides say Senator Ken- 
nedy will have to win about 60 per 
cent of the roughly 2,0P0 remain- 
ing convention delegates to over- 
take the president. 

On the Republican side, former 
California governor Ronald 
Reagan has turned a string of 
primary and party caucus wins 
into a huge lead of delegates who 
will select the presidential can- 
didate at the nominating con- 
vention. 

By unofficial estimates, the 
former film star has 293 of the 998 
delegates needed for nomination. 
Former U.N. ambassador George 
Bush has 68. Illinois Congressman 
John Anderson 46. 

Mr. Bush, narrowly beat Mr. 
Reagan in Connecticut But Mr. 
Reagan ran away with New York, 
and Mr. Bush badly needs a win in 
Wisconsin, if not in more con- 
servative Kansas. 

HLs task is complicated because 
Mr. Anderson, the party liberal 
regarded as a maverick by most 
Republicans, rejoins the race in 
Wisconsin. Mr. Anderson was not 
on the ballot in New York. 

Mr. Anderson’s strength lies in 
drawing support from disgruntled 
Democrats and Wisconsin’s rales 
will let anyone vote in either the 
Democratic or Republican prim- 
ary, regardless of their party affili- 
ation. 


East-West trade accounted for

“with stress being placed on rises 
in crop rather than livestock out- 
put.” 

The ECE survey said planned 
targets for 1979 had called for 
increases of over three per cent in 
agriculture for all countries except 
East Germany. But apart from 
Bulgaria and Romania, all the 
East European states last year had 
lower output and most of the 
decline was in crop production. 

"In Eastern Europe as a whole, 
grain output fell by more than 7 J 
million tonnes below 1978. or by 
roughly ten per cent,” the ECE 
said. 

"The foil in Soviet grain pro- 
duction amounted to 58 million 
tonnes, or almost 40 million tones 
lower than the 1976-1978 aver- 
age.”
